Victor BOHQWSKf lews born ©a 20 July 1915 la the village 
or Sffly &iflti i j ptip^c^oi OmIium^i wirt^fSRi ibkpshi®# ftqbi to 
he vent to iwsheol la !&rnepel» ommffiM g every day from Ids village. 
When the Ukrainian ttymaasium Is attended v&s ele#*A by the poles la 
1930, I* transferred to tits Polish gymamlm la Turaopol. So first 
established contact with the OUH la 1928 or 1929 through Vasyl 
GKHRXMOVYCH, ids> attended the same school. Volodymyr, hie brother, 
wee else a meriber of the Otffl, although a nother brother, Uko, had 
ooitooti iftth tilt * Ik fact, had Xi1sWa~ 

ture la their hone, (Ihis «m during a period when acme Ukrainian 
nationalists sought sat received aid against the Polish Goverment 
from the USSR, there tea a thorough falling oat by 19 39.) He 
warned Victor never to read or handle this literature, which Victor 
did anyway hut without understanding much of it. After being de- 
nounced by a Polish schoolmate, Victor was arrested by the Polish 
police in 1932 for possession of ille g al literature. He was held 
t&x ojjly eight bowa Ixrfoy# relieving Mu gradua- 

tied from school in May 193t, he remained at' home sad worked as a 
salesclerk in the village co-operative store* 

la JUne 1935, Victor was arrested by the Polish police in 
muiggeehien with the murder of tm GAV135CH, a Polish informer, but he 
ms acquitted after three weeks. He then operated the family farm 
because his brother Volodymyr was spending a year and a half in a 
concentration camp. When Volodysjyr was released, the two established 
a la&fchet* lifoit loc&tad In tfafc auwpfcdtr place in QJanaopol* 


He was again arrested by the Pdas in August 1937 for QtBJ 
activities, specifically, a case involving Vasyl ®CHHK4avrCH and his 
£u Harsh. 3938, he was sentenced to two years in prison.

In October Victor voted 
in the Soviet elections, signing his name to a voting list* Althov

Victor, along with another friend, mat 
to Lvov and then decided to go to Oerwaa-occufied Poland. Stay 
mre apprehended by a Soviet herder patrol and held for several 
hours* She Soviets accepted a false story that they ware returning 
home from Poland to the Ukraine, but the Soviets insisted that they 
cross the herder at specified crossing points and amt than Into 
German-held Poland for that purpose. Victor and his friend 
unmolested hy German patrols, to Cracow. Bure Victor met 
who listed him as an OUR member, and from December 1939, to May 
he lived in an OUR camp at Zakopan e. 



In May 19 to, Victor me released from the camp and sent to 
Lublin. He worked as a salesman for a candy factory until Volodyinyr 
came to luhlin in December. Baey established a candy shop of their 
own, employing from six to twelve people depending on business. 
Meanwhile he ms accepted as an interpreter for the Gemma Amy. 
Victor me assigned to the Luftnchrichten Regiment in Warsaw in 
June 1940, as an interpreter for the regimental staff . On 20 June 
his unit marched to Brest, Minsk, S mo lensk, Briansk, Kalinin, Orel, 
Gomel, end Chernigov. Bis Job consisted of establishing temporary 
local administration in his area and in screening and releasing 
POTs. In December, as the political situation deteriorated and the 
plans tomrd the Ukraine became obvious to everyone, Victor applied 
for release, returned to Lublin, and with his brother reopened his 
business. 


By spring 1942 Victor had four stores in three cities with 
an apartment in each cityi two stores in Bamopel, one in Lvov, and 
on© in Lublin. Tbees war© c&r&dy shops j^iat&iasd mall tly t&Y th© pur- 
pose of obtaining sugar from the German authorities to sell on the 
black market. In August Volodymyr ms arrested by the Germans in 
Iublln for black marketeering, but Victor managed Ms release through 
a German friend. Be gave up the business in Lublin and eventually 
turned to the yeast distributing business when the Germans cut the 
sugar delivery. Be enrolled in the Medical School of Lvov University 
in September and attended for the next four semesters , doing business 
at the same time . Because of many denunciations against him for 
black marketeering, he ms forced to <juit the yeast business in 
January 1943 . Afterwards he concentrated on his business in farnopol, 
where he also opened a wholesale salt business and sold hardware.

In the surveillance training recognition of suxveiltsnee vUl be 
stressed . it will be emphasized to the traveler that say recogniz- 
able attempt to lose surveillance vill put his mission and perhaps 
even himself in Jeopardy and that while aecanplishment of bis mission 
is dependent upon not being survelled, hie attempt to maintain this 
condition must be perfectly natural. So vill be taught that if sur- 
veillance is constant and unavoidable/ he must net activate his opera-

The traveler will be given authorative reading material 
on iteiiiil cuffe of tbi fowbooirth oi^t&wfch ae&^iurttta, to be 
conversant vith at ieeet ths main trends and important works end 
events of the period (for the SVEHTSI28KA contact). 

The traveler will be available one week prior to departs 
for training and briefing and for several days upon rattan for de- 
briefing* A complete record of training and briefing instructions 
of the traveler fi ll bo malntaJUaed* 


The traveler has already contacted Moupin fours for travel 
arrangements. The itinerary which he bee requested is Poland, Moscow, 
Kiev, Ternopol, end Lvov, le will leave Mew York by air on or about 
20 May. After about two days with his brother in the village of 
Slaska, near Wroclaw, he will travel to Moscow by air from Warsaw, 
beginning a stay of approximately tea days in the USSR. After a day 
cur two in Moscow, the traveler will spend a total of four days in 
Kiev and vicinity, taking a side trip to Kaniv, Taras Shevchenko's 
place of burial and the site of the Shevchenko centennial celebration, 
which will consume several days. During this period, the traveler 
will be a simple tourist , in no way exciting suspicion by reason of 
word or act. 

from Kiev the traveler will go to Ternopol by train. 

Ternopol Is the place of his birth end the area he knows bast. His 
reason fnr stepping in Ternopol, aside f rem the fact that he grew 
up there, will be to visit his father's grave* Ths traveler will 
spend only a day or two in Ternopol, inconspicuously avoiding people 
who might remember him from before or during the war, for we do not 
want the traveler' s background brought to the Soviets' attention 
unnecessarily. 







The traveler will proceed trm Ternopol to 1 tmr by traiii. 

Zt Is at this point/ sell over half-way through his trip, that the 
traveler sill undertake his operational mission. Zt is expected that 
because of his Ukrainian birth and Waited State* citlwnwhip, he sill 
undergo at least a routine surveillance at same tine in the course of 
his trip to establish the nature act variety of his movement*. Zt is 
believed the traveler's innocent/ noncooproraising behavior up to this 
point sill yield him at least some freedom during the last fee days 
of his visit in Lvov. Up to this point the traveler sill have put to 
1dm test the surveillance detection training shleh he sill have re- 
ceived in order to establish to the best of his ability whether he 
can undertake his operational mission. 

The traveler sill spend the first day of his stay in Lvov 
reacquainting himself with the city. Be will reconaoiter the city 
keeping in mind the various locations of 1dm persons he is to contact. 
Se sill examine the various routes of access/ alsays asare of 1dm 
possibility of surveillance. He sill be careful at ell times to 
maintain the appearance of a tourist, simply seeing shat there is to 
be seen. 


The second day the traveler sill visit the Museum of 
Ukrainian Art at 42 Drahomsnova. Pressed unobtrusively in order not 
to stand out among the local populace/ speaking native U k rain ian , and 
not volunteering that he is an American/ the traveler sill enter the 
museum early and spend several hour s examini ng the exhibits, particu- 
larly those of the period on shleh SVTMTBITaKA is expert and about 
which the traveler sill have been briefed during the training phase. 
The traveler sill then ask the attendant for advice from someone on 


the museum’s staff concerning the Sahaydach ny or Ktamel aytsky period 
(seventeenth century), shleh se tones to be SVBffTSITS& A's specialty. 

With a little lueto, he sill- be referred to SVENTSISEKA. because he 
is not acquainted with her, the traveler sill introduce h i mse lf using 
true name* Questions from the traveler based upon apparent knowledge 
and Interest in SVHJTSZTdKA's specialty sill help to establ ish rap port. 
The traveler sill lead the conversation to a discussion of SVEBTSITSKA’i 


father, Wh o was on outs tanding scholar 0*4 expert on Ukrainian art . 

At an opportune moment the traveler sill reveal to gHVRV SSMKA that be 
is from the Waited States and is a citizen. This nil probably come 
as a considerable surprise. The traveler sill carefully note 
STOTTSITaCA' s reaction and willingness to continue the conversation. 

If necessary, to prove that he is American, he sill show her his 



passport if he has it la hi.s possession. If her react! oa is not 
adverse, the traveler iri.ll lead the conversation is tbs direction of 
the emigration is the Halted States and elsewhere, the conversation 


will he directed in such a way as to Involve tifflmsSESBKA deeply 
into an expression of her interest In the activities of the emigra- 
tion and her ideas sad attitude# concerning the present situation in 
the Ukraine. If SVENTSIfSECA accepts the halt, the traveler will give 
Indications that she is w ell known in certain circles of the emigra- 
tion as a result of her patriotic attit ude , ehe traveler will go 
this ' far only if be notes approval of what he is saying In svbjtsitska 
reactions . further conversation, if nil goes well, will he directed 
around personalities in the migration. 

The purpose of the shove conversation is to enable the 
traveler to decide whe ther o r not to implement further the opera- 
tional plan Involving SVENTSIESKA. Be will do so unless there is an 
indication from SVENTSITSKA that she is under KGB continuous or close 
scrutiny or is unable to respond for some other reason* An evalua- 
tion of StBJTSITSKA by the traveler will also he of consi&a^ble use 
in future operational contact with her if she agrees to recruitment. 

Upon taking l eave from her the traveler will he profuse in 
his thanks to SVEHTSEKKA for her help and expert information* As a 
souvenir and token of thanks, the traveler will present SVENTSITaKA 
with a fountain pen which he carries with him for his own use* The 
pen, a Parker 51 or of equivalent value, will contain a concealed 
letter from AECASSQWAKl/2 in Which recontact is established and a 
modified recruitment pitch is malt (See Attachment A) . She traveler 
will not himself he aware of tins nature of the concealed item nor of 
ite message. After presenting SVENTSITSKA with the fountain pen, the 
traveler will take leave of her. 

If the traveler’s attempt to contact SVESESIfSKA in the 


manner described above misfires, he will attempt to locate her himself* 
Be will establish the location of the offices and approach SVENTSITSKA 
for information on some particular aspect of Ukrainian art within her 
special competence. He will then continue the conversation as de- 
scrib ed above .
